2 . ON MARCH 20 SCICOUN MET WITH MFA DIRECTOR OF FOREIGN 
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POLICY, AMB. ROGELIO PFIRTER, TO PROVIDE CONDOR 
NON-PAPER AS PER REFTEL A. IN ADDITION THEY DISCUSSED 
EXPORT CONTROL AND THE TREATY OF TLATELOLCO. THE TREATY

3. SCICOUN PROVIDED PFIRTER A COPY OF THE NON-PAPER AND 
READ VERBATIM THE TALKING POINTS PROVIDED. AS PER REF B 
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SCICOUN CHANGED THE THIRD PARAGRAPH OF THE TALKING 
POINTS TO INDICATE THE USG WOULD BE SENDING SPECIFIC 
INFORMATION ON HOW TO DESTROY THE MOTOR CASINGS AND 
MOTORS AND TO NOTE EXPERTS WOULD BE SENT IF NEEDED. 
SCICOUN NOTED THAT THE SAME NON-PAPER AND TALKING POINTS 
HAD BEEN PROVIDED TO DEPUTY MOD FERREIRA PINHO ON MARCH 
19. 

4. PFIRTER DEFERRED OFFERING ANY FORMAL COMMENTS UNTIL 
AFTER STUDYING THE NON-PAPER. HE EXPECTED A FORMAL 
RESPONSE WOULD BE FORTHCOMING SHORTLY. HE INDICATED THE 
DESTRUCTION EXPERTS WOULD LIKELY STILL BE NEEDED, BUT 
AGAIN DEFERRED UNTIL THE INFORMATION WAS PROVIDED BY THE 
USG AND COULD BE STUDIED.

5. SCICOUN INQUIRED AS TO THE TIMING FOR SIGNING OF THE 
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EXPORT CONTROL POLICY DECREE. PFIRTER INDICATED THAT 
THE TEXT WAS BASICALLY COMPLETED, LACKING ONLY A SHORT 
PART ON BIOLOGICAL AND CHEMICAL WEAPONS. THEY HAD TO 
AWAIT COMMENTS FROM THEIR "EXPERT ON CHEMICAL WEAPONS" 
WHO HAD COME TO THE MFA TO WORK ON THE DECREE (NO INFO 
WAS GIVEN ON THIS "EXPERT"). 

6. SCICOUN INQUIRED IF THE APPROVAL OF THE FULL CABINET 
HAD BEEN SOUGHT AND OBTAINED. THE RESPONSE WAS NO; THE 
BOMBING OF THE ISRAELI EMBASSY LAST WEEK HAD DISRUPTED 
EVERYTHING INCLUDING THE CABINET MEETING. THEY HOPED TO 
GET APPROVAL ON THURSDAY, MARCH 26. FOMIN DI TELIA 
WOULD BE MEETING IN CLOSED SESSION WITH THE PERONIST 
CONGRESSIONAL MEMBERS ON MARCH 24 AND THE OPPOSITION 
MEMBERS ON MARCH 25. THEY THEN HOPED TO SIGN THE DECREE 
AT THE CABINET MEETING ON THE 26TH. 

7. PFIRTER SAW NO MAJOR OBSTACLES TO GETTING APPROVAL. 
ON THE NUCLEAR ISSUE, THEY WERE INCREASING CONTROLS BUT 
HE SAW LITTLE IMPACT FROM THE POINT OF VIEW OF THE 
MINISTRY OF ECONOMY; MTCR WAS NO PROBLEM AS THEY WERE 
ALREADY PUBLICLY COMMITTED; ON CHEMICAL/BIOLOGICAL 
WEAPONS THEY HAD APPROVAL OF THE ARGENTINE 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 
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8. PFIRTER COMMENTED ON THE EFFECT OF THE BOMBING OF 
THE ISRAELI EMBASSY, PRESUMABLY BY IRANIAN TERRORISTS 
ON THE TIMING OF THE DECREE. HE FELT THAT NOW WAS THE 
" OPTIMUM" MOMENT TO INTRODUCE THE GOA EXPORT CONTROL 
POLICY. IT WAS "UNCONSCIONABLE" THAT THEY WOULD 
CONTINUE EXPORTING SENSITIVE TECHNOLOGIES TO SUCH
